A MILLIONAIRES WHIMS. 


PINCHING THE COPPERS THAT HE 
MIGHT GIVE AWAY MILLIONS. ` 


Satisfied Onte with 6200,000 and His 
Social Position—A Return to Business 
Made Him a Chroùlo Money Getter—To 
Save He Denicd Himself Many Comforts, 


In 1897 or 1838 Mr. Williamson, who was 
zatisfled with the fortune he had accumulated, 
retired. He was then worth $200,000 and 
was 35 years old, and the richest young mer 
chant in Philadelphia who had made bis 
money by his own exertions. In those days 
be was n social lion. He had a wide circle of 
acquaintances and had tho entree into the 
select society of the town. He attended the 
ussemblies, fashionable balls and theatres, 
and was quite a beau. He spent money liber- 
ally upon his dress and was not inclined to be 
charitable at that time. He took a notion 
that he would like to see the world and took 
passage on a packet ship for England. He 
remained abroad for two years, and viuted 
the principal countries of Europe, including 
Russia. He returned to Philadelphia, in- 
teuding to remain about six months and then 
go abroad again, but be got interested in 
some investments Ho began to speculate in 
coal lands in Pennsylvania and in other solid 
securities and was very successful.

The next day the 
driver of the coach bowed obsequiously an¢ 
flung open his door as soon as tho bent form 
of his millionaire customer alighted from the 
train.

Williamson raised bis blue cotton umbrella 
from which ho was never separated, anc 
without even a glanca of recognition at the 
astonished coachman, trudged on up the 
muddy road to the hotel 
HIS CORNS AND HIS BARBER, 

In the memory of the oldest inhabitant Mr. 
Williamson never appeared in a new suit oj 
clothes. Generations of bankers on Third 
strect were accustomed to see a little, thin 
bent, shabbily dressed figure making its way 
painfully along the financial thoroughfare 
with eyes seeking the ground and hands be 
hind the back clutching the bluo cotton um 
brella. 

A tecond class tailor, who had a shop or 
one of the alleys bisecting Third street. re 
paired and cleancd Mr. Williamson’s suit o!

FRENCH SPIES. . 


The police system of Russia, intolerable as 
it is, is not a whit more dangerous to the 
liberties of the people than the French system 
under the last Napoleon was. In the last 
years of his reign he brought the spy corps 
to perfection. Outside of the criminal police 
the emperor had thousands of political spies 
in his pay. No work was too dégrading for 
these men. They had the contempt of tho 
regular police and the hatred of all honest 
men, but Napoleon increased their number 
and encouraged them in their high handed 
measures. He feared investigation, revolu- 
tion, assassination; he believed, or pretended 
to believe, that he lived over a slum’ 
volcano. French sentiment was drifting to- 
ward liberty, and he aimed to kill it. The 
Russian masses are fifty years behind the 
French. When the time comes they will do 
just as the French did, and the czar and his 
spies and police will be helpless. Napoleon 
smothered liberty by threats, insults, impris- 
onments, confiscation and other bulldozing 
meds, but when the alarm cams he was 
ness, In one single hour his power and 
Sreutness fled away, his numberless spies 
turned traitor or hid themselves, and the 
people threw off the yoke forever.

Her 
dressmakers occasionally attempt some varia- 
tion upon their unstudied simplicity, but the 
empress always bids them revert to the un- 
trimmed dresses that she now prefers. The

AN INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 
— 
The Ouianged Df Tinie Reveal a Work of 
the Long Past, 


Our Sharptown correspondent, writing 
ander the date of May Ist, sends the fol- 
lowing interesting account of the discov- 
ery of an old vessel on the northwest 
bank of the Nanticoke river: 

dust a few miles above Shaiptown, on 
the north bank of the Nanticoke, stands 
an antiquated brick building, perhaps 
the oldest residence on the river; the 
rustic bentity of which bas not been less- 
ened by the alterations of succeeding 
generations. Added to this is a beautiful 
green grassy yard, gently and gradually 
sloping toward the river’s edge, dotted 
with handsome locust trees, whose Jong, 
drooping branches overshadow the entire 
premises, making it a residence of 
grandeur, comfort and admiration. This 
sylvati structure, dark with age, and the 
graceful foliage of the gřeen surroundings 
fall upon the eye like the magie touch 
ofthe painter’s finishing strokes on a 
magnificent picture. There harmunious 
combinations blend together to give a 
charm of beauty and fragrance equal to 
the finest pictured landscape; and 2 view 
from the river impresses upon our 
minds the appreciation of the fact that 
this little stream was really tanght to 
wind in natural meanderings. 

The Nanticoke river has many beau- 
ties und soihe peculiarities. Among its 
peculiar attributes may be mentioned 
the alternating appearance of solid land 
on its borders. At no place is there sub- 
stantial land on opposite sites of the riv- 
er. Leaving this and other singularities 
obser vile, forthe contemplation of the 
reader, we desire to make special men- 
tion of an interesting discovery recently 
made near the above named site. For 
the last few years the appearance, above 
water, of a wreck or hall of an old ves- 
sel, on the northwest side of the river, 
has excited much attention. The pro- 
jecting timbers have formed a catch for 

seines, much to the annoyance of fisher- 
meh. The recent northeast gales have 
exposed mote of the timbers, and at low 
water much of the bull may be seen; 
that is, enough to determine, with con- 
siderable accuracy, the form and size of 
the craft. The size and shape of the 
material used, as compared with tat 
used at the present day, show the vessel 
to have been of abotit one hundred tons 
birthet: The bank rises high above the 
wreck, dnd as it ptojetts into the bank 
from the river, its location and size, un- 
der the bank, are only estimated from the 
visible part. Above the embedded 
part is solid terra firma, nearly, ten feet 
higher than its [év#l, pon which grow 
| large trees, known by the oldest inbabi- 


| tants to have been there over a half cen- 
| tury, and judgiug from tneir sizeat that 


tíme, and the growth of such timber, they 
must have been there at least a century 
before. The boat was there, not only be- 
fore the trees began to grow, but before 
the Dank was even formed. One gentle- 
mah who lives near the place, and whose 
yerktity is Bey ond t{uestion, says that be 
| remembers when trees #48 growing 
| above the exposed part of the wreck; and 
to verify this statement, the decaying 


| trunk and roots ofa very large tree, are 


now to be seen among the timbers, and 
evidently grew directly over the wreck. 
But the constant washing of the bank 


weakened the tree's support and it yield- 


ed io tha bre of storm; and down the 
cycles of time the eleinents of wind and 
water have labored to reveal to the pres- 
ent generation a style of ship-building, 
long since gone into oblivion. The fish- 
hatching force has investigated the ex- 
posed part and it is very likely tbat the 
trees will be cut and the bank dug away 
and the entire wreck exhumed. The 
material was put together with- wooden 
pegs and there is little evidence of nails 
or bolts. The bottom was caulked with 
hair, resembling camel's hair very much. 
The bottom Was also covered with hair 
ceihenied with & kind of pitch forming a 
covering resembling sh asphalt eoatipg, 
which was covered or sheathed with 
boards, thus making a strong bottom en- 
tirely free from leakage. The material 
is still firm, some of which has become 
petrified. As to the date of building this 
craft, or the time of her having been 
placed where she now is, we are unable 
to say, with any degree’ of certainty, 
more than it has been a long, long time. 
By a comparison of accumulation and 
waste by the geologist, and a comparison 
of ship-building by the architect, some 
reasonable conclusion might bs obtained 
as to the approximate date of her exist- 
ence as a vessel. 

—As an evidence of the growth of Sal- 
isbury’s wholesale trade, one firm, Messrs. 
B. L. Gillis & Son, have just placed with 
the manufacturers an order for 500 boxes 
of tobacco.' This is not only the largest 
order that ever went up from the East- 
ern Shore for any one brand of tobacco, 
but the largest quantity ever ordered at 
any one time. It looks as if the people 
of this county are addicted to the use of 
the “weed,” but, when we consider that 
A very large portion of the peninsula 
trade is supplied by the Messrs.. Gillis, 
we can find a reason for the company’s 
placing such a heavy order with the 
manufacturers of “Old Kip.”

“OLD MAN WHITE,” ENGINEER ON 
THE PROVIDENCE ROAD. 


Be Tells the Story of Two of His Thrill 
ing AdventuresA Run for the Siding 
with “Old Peg'—Two Engines Passing 
on the Same Track. 


“Old Man White” they call him over along 
the line of the Providence railroad, where he 
8 almost as familiar a part of the scenery as 
she stations by the roadside between the city 
at en pes 8 has ridden on 

locomotive nearly every day during the 
‘ast thirty-six years. 

But wait until I tell you something of the 
past life of the man, W. E. White, familiarly 
rnown as Old Man White.” 

It was away back twenty years ago that he 
met with one of the first of his hairbreadth 
escapes. Then he was running the old en- 
gine Pegasus on the hourly train out tc 
Dedham and on the return trip, 

One day he was bowling along down from 
Dedham toward the city at a speed ot about 
twenty miles an bour. The signals were al 
right for him to go ahead upon a clear track. 
Reaching Forest Hills his engine had just 
pulled oat on to the main line from the branch, 
aud was forging ahead at an increased speed, 
when away, just around a curve in the rear 
of him, “Old Man White” saw a line of ad- 
vancing smoke He knew in a moment that 


the Providence express must be there bearing 


directly down upon him. Should hecontinue 
togoahead? The signals were set all right 
for him to do so. But he had a heavily loaded 
train and a small locomotive Should he try 
to race the splendidly equipped express into 
the city? Perhaps he might win, but the 
chances were fifty to one against him. Not 
for himself alone must he think. Behind him 
ride hundreds of human beings that have 
learned to trust implicitly in his good judg- 
ment and skill

There is but a moment in which to decidi 
upon a course of action.

When westarted out she steamed poorly, 
and I told the boys that they would have tc 
surely slow up for me to get steam before we 
arrived at the end of the trip. In order thaí 
they might not have to drag me if my power 
should give out, I was placed in the lead near 
the snow plow. We went out of Boston al! 
right, and when we got out to Roslindale I gave | 
the signal to slow up speed, for my stear | 
had gone down to forty pounds While we | 
were getting up a running pressure again ] 
looked up around the Dedham curve and]!

Suddenly my old ‘Roxbury 
struck 4 clear stretch of track Her throttle | 
being wide open she leaped ahead ata fearfu | 
speed and left the rails.

‘SCHOOLS. OF NEW YORK CITY. 
“at 
Visit to the Manual Department of the City 
Collegé—As Options! Course of Study. 
Knowletige That Will Prove Advantage 
ous to Young Men. 


their limited knowledge of these branches 
they are compelled’ to -pick up themselves 
_oberp ane too many "isaw and-batghet” men, 
too many “‘shoemakers” and “blackamiths.’ 
If, the fhdustrial schools will turn out printers 
who can print, and machinista Instead of 
machine tenders, if they will give us builder: 
who can build a house from foundation tc 
warret, and deal likewise with other trades, 
they will be doing something which is noi 
taught the modern apprentice, and to thai 
extent will be a blessing. 
INSIDE HE COLLEGE WORKSHOP. 

In the public sohools of this city manua 
training is now successfully carried on, while 
at the Gramercy Park Tool house, Work 
ingmen’s school, New York Trade school and 
thie Hebrew Technical institute, full 3 
mechanics are turned out. The object of in- 
troducing tlils system into the public schools 
and colleges, however, is not to teach trades. 
but to train the faculties of observation and 
manual accomplishment, For it is claimed 
that by this system a child need only com- 
mence to learn. to read when 7 or 8 years ol 
age, and that owing to this training he will 
pass by one who may have learned reading 
several years earlier, but who never had 3 
similar training. 

Asa visitor enters the College of the City 
of New York he is surprised, for he hears the 
music of the anvil, the hum of the lathe, the 
grunt of the bellows, and the hiss of the saw. 
Here manual and technical training is firmly 
established, and the education of tko band 
keeps pace with the developmentof the brain. 

The workstdp l by o means an amateur 
one, ft contains an engine, d forges, 12 
vises, 15 anvils, 26 wood lathes, 4 engine 
lathes and 15 carpenters’ tables, with a com 
plete outfit of tools. 

There are in this course of the college 2% 
boys, all of whom are enlisted fcr thre 
-years The boys range in age from 14 to 20, 
and work in groups of fifty They wear 
striped aprons and manifest such an intent 
interest in thefr taxks as to impress the visi 
tor at a glasce with the wisdom of those whc 
established the shop. 

To the left, as one enters, is the carpenter 
shop, in which the first year boys are in 
structed, to the right are seen the embryc 
blacksmiths of thesecond yedr, while immedi 
ately, in front are the lathes of the third year 


wood and metal turners Shafting and belt. 


ing extend iu all directions, even tothe grind 
stanes where the boys sharpen their tools, 
me of which they Have themselves fashioned 
at the forge. six Buffalo forges in the 
smithy are aglow with ruddy light. The 
charm of the wheezy grunt of the ol¢ 
fashioned les is lacking, while the new 
fashioned one which has taken its place has 8 
tune $f its own Which it hangs on to with a 
pera ncy deserving of more euphonious re 
sulta 

After a general survey of the placo, tho re 


porter soyght out Mr. Harvey Mitchell, the’ 


direetor of the workshop, who is a graduate 
of Stevens institute af 
“We are not trying t make artisans 01 
mechanics here.“ said Mr. Mitchell “We air 
simply to givéa practical idea of the value 
of teaching the hands as well as the brain. 
Some of our boys, indeed nearly half of them, 
come in voluntarily They are pursuing one 
of the college courses in which this work ir 
not required, yet of their own’ choice they 
take upon themselves the additional work of 
this department. ;Therp are in the shop 1X 
of these voluntary workers, and 130 of those 
who are taking the regular mechanical course 
to come 
into the shop. The boys seem to like it, and 
their work here is certainly of assistance te 
them in many of their studies, which air 
simply to develop mind power. The method 
we bave adopted bere. is the 
method of Frobel, the main object of whick 
is to train the fronities of observation by 
means of object lessons.: The object system 
being established as a foundation for edaca 
tional training, the extension of the same 
system to higher courses seems but logical 
THE BOYS AT WORK. 

“The first thing we do with the boys is te 
put them at plain: carpentering. They are 
taught the “nse of all ordinary tools em 
ployed in plain work, and at the same time 
construct many little things; of which we 
have several cases filled with specimens. In 
the second year the boys smelting, vise 
work aud soldering, while inthe third year 
we give them instructions in metal and wood 
Gee eae ree eae eo ne 

plan has proved a-success, I think. The 
ahop, although not established for the pur 
pose of b tragic, bas already turned 
aut several skillful mechanics Five of ou 
graduates are teaching this system in the 
public schools, Our classes are increasing 
annually, and quite frequently we receive re 
“quests froni other schools to send them some 
of our gtadpates who are capable of giving 
elementary industrial instruction. Now, leok 


about you and you can determine for your 


self the character of our work.” 
The reporter wandered from bench tc 
beuch whers the young carpenters, some of 
them so smal) thn} their big saws and pieces 
of timber seemed almost more than they 
could handle, were engaged in making vari 
ous joints from drawings which were accom 
‘panied with written instructions The mak- 
ing of the different joints. such as mortise 
tenon ant dove tail, isone of the features ol 
the carpenter shop, and in this connection the 
subject of sharp tools is not lost sight of. 
The students receive special instructions ir 
sharpening their saws, planes, irons, etc 
Euch boy is furuisbed with a locker in whick 
be keeps his tools, and for which. he igre 
sponsible. The tool drawers are kept in a re 
markably neat condition, and the care witt 
which the henches werecleaned, when the 
time to quit work’ arrived, would have can 
ried joy to tue beum of the most fastidiou: 


boss carpenter, 5 : 
In the biacixmith shop the speed and en 
gine thes, which Are used for metal thrning 
are constantly in use ‘The treatment of 
iron: begins forging, the general princi 
ples of which are given by the instructor witt 
blackboard illustrations. The students, afte: 
donning their aprons light up their owr 
fires, and in groups work at their assignec 
tasks.

WHAT ARE TRUFFLES? 


BOMETHING ABOUT. THE MUSH- 
ROOM’S UNDERGROUND COUSIN. 


Member of the Fungi Family That 
Tickles the Palate of the Epicure—How 
They Grow and Are “Caught"—Attempta 
at Cultivation Unsuccessful. 


Probably few of the thousands of peo- 
ple who have enjoyed these culinary 
dainties are adware of the manner in 
which they grow or the circumstances in 
which they are obtained. Others, again, 
who have perchance never encountered 
truffles or met with them in the bill of 
fare or upon tae menu of the dinner 
table for they are not sufficiently plenti- 
ful to bea popular article of diet—will 
have but a confused idea as to what de- 
nomination they belong, such confusiop 
being heightened by reason of the term 
“catching” or ‘‘hunting” being used to 
denote the means by which they are ob- 
tained. It is, therefore, not unnecessary 
to explain that truffles ate underground 
fungi, those which are the subject of 
commerce belonging tothe genus ‘‘tuber,” 
whilst others which bear the name are 
of related though different genera. In 
England they were formerly known as 
trubbes, both names being doubtless 
derived from the Latin terre tuber. 
They are somewhat oblong or globose, 
and vary in weight from a couple of 
ounces to several pounds, according tó 
the species, locality und the. circum- 
stances in which they are growt They 
vary somewhat in color; some are white, 
but generally they are of a black or dark 
brown color, and of a rough exterior, 
the skin being thickly covered with wart- 
tike protuberances. When cut through 
with a knife, they present a different ap- 
pearance from that of any other fungus. 
Veins traverse the inass in ull directions, 
giving a marbled character that isa dis- 
tinctive feature of the truffle When 
closely examined, minute sacs will be 
noticed in the veins. These contain 
sporés, which are covered with spines. 

DOGS AS TRUFFLE HUNTERS. 

Not much is known of the early de- 
velopnient of the truffle, owing princi- 
pally to its peculiarity of growing under- 
ground, where it is free from observa- 
tion; but when found in the mature 
state, in which they are used for food, 
they are altogether free from attach- 
ment, cither to the ground or to any 
other body. They are commonly, if not 
invariably, found in woods, the pres- 
ence of cak or beech trees appearing to 
favor their growth. From this fact it 
has been inferred that they are of n para- 


| siticzl nature, and that at some stage of 
| their existence they derive their nutri- 
ment from the roots of trees. 


Light 
calcareous soils are those which most 
frequently produce truffles, and in Eng- 


| land they are chiefly obtained from 


the hill districts znd chalky grounds 
of Hants and Wills. Those, however, 
which chiofly supply the English mar- 
kets are brought from France or Algiers. 

Truffles emit a fragrant odor both dur- 
ing their growth and after they are 
It is thia characteristic which 


out of sight, some other faculty has to 
be employéd to discaver their presence, 
For this purpose the keen sense of smell 
in the dog is taken advantage of, and 
dogs are systematically trained for the 
purpose of ‘truffle hunting.” This ser- 
vice is sometimes performed by pigs on 
the Continent. The dogs ure trained by 
the device of hiding u truffle and re 


| warding the dog each time he discovers 


its place of concealment. By degrees 
the dog soon learns to search in the 
woods, attracted by the perfume, and 
scratches at the spot under which re- 
poses the hidden fungus. He is then re- 
warded by a piece of bread, and the 
trufle is carefully exhumed. The 
“catching” or hunting“ of truffles is a 
regular means of employment for men 


| and dogs in those districts in which the 


fungi exist in sufficient quantities to ren- 
der the work remunerative. 
HOW TO PREPARE THEM. 

The attempts at artificial reproduction 
or cultivation of the trufile have not been 
successful, as mycelium or spawn, from 
which other fungi (such as mushrooms) 


| are readily produced, has not yet been 


obtained. Success has occasionally at- 
tended the sprinkling of suitable ground 
with water in which the fresh peel of 
truffles has been steeped. 

The odor and flavor of truffles are most 


| distinctive, and the delicacy of this flavor 


is highly ¢steemed by cooks, these fungi 
being generally employed for favoring 
mvats. The fresher truffles are used the 
better, as they lose their perfume by ex- 
posure tothe air. Thus, English truffles 
which reach the market fresh gathered 
are preferable to those obtained from 


| abroad; und those, again, which are 


deeper in the ground are superior to 
those found near the surface, possibly 
owing to the same reason—viz.; that 


they have been better protected from ac- 


cess of air. 

To cook truffles, they should first be 
well washed—if neccssary scrubbed with 
a brush~—in warm water, rinsed and then 
boiled (according to size) from two to 
three hours. They may be served, hid- 
den ina napkin, us if they were chest- 
nuts. They cre exten at the second 
course, dry, with cold butter. The game 
is eaten with them. aud the crisp peel is 
not discarded. Some people boil truffes 
in ch:unpagne, under the impression that 
they acquire the flavor of the wine. This 
isa most extravagant and useless cus- 
tom. as, in the first place, the toughskin 
of the truffle is quite impervious, and 


| secondly, the wine, directly it is heated 


to boiling point, loses all spirit znd Saver. 

If it is desired to put truffles into a 
salmi, boil, them separctely, hen peel 
and cut them up when the dish is ready, 


then over all pour the gravy er sauce.“ 


They should also be cooked separately if 
intended: for insertic= into a boar's head 
or for combination with the stuffing for 
a turkey. In the latter case they should 
be peeled and introduced with the stuff- 
ing. London Queen.

| TOSSED ON THE WAVES. 


JAPANESE JUNKS CAST AWAY IN 
THE PAGIFIC -OCEAN. 


S=réships Endured by Oriental Sailers Un- 
der the Old Methods—Two Thousand 
Miles Out Without Mast or Rudder Forty 
Beans to Each Man Per Day. 


Qn the morning of the 9th of January, 
1877, the City of Peking, on her outward 
trip, sighted what at first appeared to 
be an abandoned vessel adrift at sea. The 
steamer bore away for her, when it was 
seen that she was a Japanese junk with ` 
one mast gone. An Officer and boat's 
crew were sent off, who found that the 
junk belonged to”Ha-Rodadi: that ahe 
was partly loaded with rice and saki 
(Japanese whisky), and besides the skip- 
per and supercargo had a crew of five 
men. On the Istof December preceding 
the junk, which, by the way, rejoiced in 
the name of the Hisayoshimam, had been 
driven out to sea, and things having got 
badly mixed up in an. unusually terrific 
blast it was found to be the easiest way 
of lowering sails to chop the mast dow. 
Then a heavy sea carried away the rud- 
der and stove in the bulwarks, after 
which the junk drifted and sloshed 
around in the old and 2 wey of 
“at the mercy of the winds rad waves.” 

THEY STUCK TO THE SAKI 

Captain and crew had become so com- 
pletely disheartened on the waste of 
waters, or so unduly jolly on a waste of 
saki, that when boarded by the officer of 
the steamer they didn’t know the day of 
the week or the month, hardly knew 
where they had come from. and certainly 
didn't know where they were going to. 
They were informed that they were 
something, like 2,000 miles distant from 
Japan, but despite this warning intelli- 
gence, only four of the crew would lea ve 
the junk—the captain, su and 
the fifth man declaring their intention 
of sticking to the junk so long as the 
rice and saki held out. J 

The Coos Ray News, published at 
Marshfield, Ore., in its issue of July 17, 
1878, had the following report from the 
captain of the schooner Parallel, which 
arrived at that port July 15 from San 
Francisco: 

“The schoonemParallel on the 7th inst., 
in latitude 89 deg. 42- min., longitude 
180 deg. 26 ming, at 4 a. m., sighted a 
Japanese junk adrift. A boat was low- 
ered and the strange vessel boarded, 
when a terrible sight met the boarders. 
Not a living soul was aboard, but three 
corpses of Japanese who had probably 
been dead at least a month. Two of 
the bodies had been shackled together, 
doubtless having been crazed for want 
of food or water and fastened up by 
their comrades. Two of these bound 
bodies were lying amidships with their 
knees bound together with cords upon 
their breasts, their arms were drawn 
over their heads and securely tied and 
cords were bound around their necks; 
in short, they were completely inclosed 
in a netting formed by the lacing and 
interlacing of cords. The sunken eyes 
and shriveled condition of the bodies 
were frightful to look at. The other 
corpse was found forward, stripped to 
the waist, and gave indications of the 
terrible sufferings that the man must ` 
have endured previous to his death. 
From the numerous fireplaces and mats 
found between decks it was evident that 
the vessel had been manned by a large 
crew. Upon examination considerable 
water was found in the hold, but no evi- 
dence of her having had a cargo on 
board could be discovered. The only 
article of food that was found was a 
portion of a chest of tea, covered with 
mold. In the cabin were several band- 
some pieces of furniture. 

“The two bound bodies were , well 
dressed, and a lot of fine silk ladies’ 
wearing apparel was brought off the 
wreck by the sailors. The stench of de- 
caying jes was such as to prevent a 
thorough inspection. The hull of the 
junk was in good condition, and when 
last seen was drifting to the south and 
east and bearing with it, perhaps; a 
mystery of the Oriental seas.” 

PROBABLY THE LATEST CASE. 

When the steaenship City of Peking ar- 
rived at San Francisco from Japan, June 
12, 1881, one of the passengers related the 
following story to Chronicle reporter: 
The tenth day out from Yokohama the 
steamer came across a dismantled, help- - 
less Japanese junk, which had been 
driven off from the entrance to the bay 
of Yeddo during a typhoon that had oc- 
curred on the 9th of December, or ten 
months previous to their rescue. They 
had lost their masts and rudder and had 
been drifting at the mercy of the winds 
they knew not wirere. After their own 
provisions were exhausted they had sub- 
sisted on their curgo, mostly beans and 
dried fish, and on such rain water us they 
could catch) They had burned most of 
the small woodwork, doors, berths, win- 
dows, etc., of their junk for fuel, and 
were on short food rations, forty beans 
per day for each man being the allow- 
ance. Their fire, when put out from time 
tu tine, they had rekindled by rubbing 
two picces of wood together. One of 
their number had died from exhaustion 
and they had given up all hope of ever 
seeing land or anything human again 
when they sighted the City of Peking. 
They were taken on board the steamer, 
a concert was giren in their aid, and on 
the next trip of ih City of Peking they 
were taken back to their own country. 

So little by little the long record of dis- 
asters has been gradually abridged, if not 
wholly terminated. Japan has now not 
only a navy. but an excellent fleet of 
coasting steamers and well built Bailing 
craft of modern’ construction. Before 
her awakening Japan drove away the 
rescued junk men from her coast as 
though they had the plague; now she re- 
wards the rescuers. — San Francisco 
Chronic: u. 


Polsonons Nutmegs. l 
It will doubtless surprise many to learn 
that in nutmegs we find a powerful 
poison, generally believed to, he of the 
narcotic order. It is only comparatively 
recently that cases of polsoning by it 
have been recorded in this country, prob- 
ably for the reason that, being so uni- 
versally considered harmless, when dan- 
gerous or fatal consequences ‘have fol- 
lowed its ux the cause has been over- 
looked. The yuantity of nutmeg which 
it is necessary to take to produce serious 
symptoms has never been estimated. In 
one case, however, one and a half nut- 
megs, it is said, caused in a woman 
stupor, followed by excitement, with 
signs of collapse. als i 
Dr. Waugh has recently reported the 
case of a woman who was advised by her 
neighbors\to eat nutmegs for the relief 
of dyspepsia due to constipation,, One

—We publish this week a letter from 


Wm. H. Miller, of -Virginia, written to 


Mr. W. B. Tilghman, in which Mr. Miller 


gives his experience with clover, hay, 


cow- peas and ensilage. The letter con- 
tains some very strong points which we 
wish to bring to the notice of Wicgmico 
farmers, and which were,’ by-the-way, 


written specially for their benefit and 


instruction. He first gives his experi- 
ence with the curing of clover hay, and 


-in this work his methods certainly differ 


from. those pursued by our farmers. In- 
stead of allow ing the newly mown hay 


to remain on the ground until the sun 


and wind have parched and dried it till 
the juice of the plant has evaporated and 
reduced it to a desd, woody fibre which 
breaks and crumbles and sheds its leaves 
on the slightest handling, he rakes and 
stores the crop on the same day that it 
is cut. Packed into a tight barn, the 
hay gets very hot, he says, but ifleft un- 
` disturbed it will come out all right. 

He next asks the question, “why Wi- 
comico farmers do not grow more cow 
peas?” This is a question which we 
would like to fepeat. Mr. Miller has 
found, by practcal exepriments made by 


himself, that hay made of cow peas makes 
better provender for cattle than Clover 


hay, and it will stand rougher handling 


and is more easily cured; though it takes 


longer. Now cow peas can be suc- 
cessfully grown on any of our Wicomico 
soil without materially robbing it of its 


‘plant food, as the pea does not draw 


heavily on, the land, but feeds largely 


from the atmosphere. 


? Mr. Miller next treats of ensilage, and 
thinks that a mixture of peavine and 
corn fodder would make an ensilage su- 


= perior to corn alone as a food for fatten- 
ing cattle. - The making of ensilage by 


our farmers for feeding cattle in winter, 
we believe, wil] become a recognized in- 
dustry by our farmers in the rear future. 
As yet, our agriculturists have let the 
matter severely alone, as they do all 
other new methods, and only a ‘few’ silos 
may be seen anywhere in the county. 
Mr. Randolph Humphreys is one of the 
few progrésstve farmers who has made 
an experiment of ensilage, and with en- 
tire satisfaction as to resulta.

W. F. Miller, Esq., director of the agri- 
cultural departmentiof the Miller Manual 
Labor School, located at Groset, Al- 
bemarle Co., Va. Mr. Tilghman says, 1 
consider the letter such good advice that 
Lasked Mr. Miller’e-permiestono have 
it published for the benefit of Wicotnicd 
farmers, and hope many of them will, as 
far ab they are able, endeayor, if only in 
a small way, to profit by it.“ The letter 
reads thus 

I make a great deal Ee. hay and 
my experience may be of value to you. I 
start the mowers as soon as the heaviest 
of the dew is off, and at once start the 
tedder behind the machines. The ted- 
der is drawn by one horse and will toss 
and turn the grass as fast Bs tivo ma- 
machines will cit it. With anything 


like drying weather the clover can be | 2°58. 


raked by one o’clock,"put into windrows, 
and at.once hauled and packed into a 
close barn, where it can get no air at sides 
or bottoms. It is simply well wilted clov- 
er, green in color and just tough enough 
to bear wringingin the hands without 
bringing any juice. Of course it gets 
very hot in the barn, but it will come 
out all right ifnot stirred or disturbed. 
All that I cannot get in before night, I 
try to get intoshocks and put hay caps 
over them. If clover is allowed to lie 
on the ground until dry the leaves and 
best part of it is Yost: I made last sum- 
mer ninety-four horse wagon loads of 
clover hay from a twenty acre field, and 
got it allin between showers, except a 
load or two. If the tedder is used I do 
not think it makes any difference if we 
begin mowingin the morning without 
waiting for the dew. But all external 
moisture must be dried off before storing it. 
Once well wilted, it is safer in the house 
than out doors. Clover handled rapidly, 
and stored when only well wilted makes 
good day, clover dried on the ground, 
and handled in that condition looses its 
leaves, and is poor stuff. 

Why don't you farmers use more cow 
peas? They make fine cow hay, and 
the hay will stand rougher management 
than clover. It can be raked into wind- 
rows when wilted, and alluwed to lie and 
get thoroughly cured. It takes longer 
to cure peavine hay than clover hay, but 
rain does not burt it so badly as it does 
clover, and for cattle it 1s better than 
corn fodder. The peavines made into 
ensilage and cut at same time and. mixed 


with the cut corn, I belieye would make 


a food superlor to corn alone, as the peas 
contain more nitrogenous matter than 
corn. But corn is.good forany animuals. 
I wish you could have seen a pair of 
steers, among a lot of smaller ones, the 
past winter Which was fed on ensilage. 
One dressed 995 pounds; the other 1015 
Ibs. net I. fed during the past winter 45 
beeves, 30 cows and 15 yearlings, all on 
ensilage, which were kept in high order. 
All this food was made from 30 acres of 
land, more than half of which gave me 
nearly twotons of clover hay per acre 
before the corn was planted in July. Now 
I cannot imagine any other Way by 
which 30 acres of land ¢ah be made to 
feed 130 head of cattle for six months, 
and at the same time give 30 tons of hay 
for horse feed. Of course it takes strong 
land to do this, but there is plenty of 
land in Wicomico that could soon be 
made to do nearly as well by heavy 
manuring, which the ensilage crop will 
help to do. I have a notion that with 
corn ensilage for winter feed, clover for 
early pasture, and field or black cow 
peas ſor summer pasture almost any old 
Wicomico farm could soon be brought 
up, or if too poor to bring clover at first, 
a crop of rye for early pasture until peas 
were ready, and by having two fields in 
peas and shifting from one to the other, 
they would renew their growth and fur- 
nish feed until winter. 

What Wicomico needs is manure, and 
to make manure it is nescessary to keep 
stock and feed them well, which cannot 
be done under the old system. in vogue 
in Wicomico. The ensilage system will 
enable any farmer to winter three times 
the stock he now can, make vastly more 
and better manure, and supplementing 
with artificial fertilizers when neces- 
sary, rapidly improve his land. I have 
been all through this ensilage matter 
from the beginning, and it is the result 
of experience I offer and not theory. 
Witb your facilities for selling every- 
thing that is grown on the farm, and 
with a soil, which no matter how thin, 
responds at once to application of man- 
ure and fertilizers, Wicomico farmers 
ought to do well with anything like in- 
telligent management. 

_“Ensilage and winter dairying in con- 
nection with fruits, berries and truck, 
ought to bring wealth to farms and farm- 
ers too.”

cal skill among us. We hope, therefore, 
that our farmers and mechanics, In view 
of the fact that hundreds of thousands 
of people will visit the fair, will do their 
best to see that even in our section of the 
State, that our people are alive to pro- 
gress and mean to make a fair and com- 
mendable showing.

Dynamite Shells 

J. W. Graydon’s invention has for its 
object to enable shells loaded with large 
quantites of dynamite to be firal from 
ordinary guns with the usual powder 
charge. The improvements consist 
mainly in subdividing the shell charge 
into a number of small portions or pullets 
each consisting of a small quantity of 
dynamite inclosed in a flexible enyelope 
of paraffi ned paper. Ajfurther subdivi- 


| sion of the charge may also be effected 


by means of partitions, perforated or 
otherwise. In order to prevent the dy- 
namite from becc ming fired by the heat 
generated by the explosion ofthe ordini- 
nary propélling powder charge in the 
gun, the shell charge is entirely sur- 
rounded by an envelope of non-condcting 
material, such as asbestos cloth.

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The Peninsula Peach Crop. 

From the Baltimore Sun of last Mon- 
day we take the following opinions of 
peach gréwers on the peninsula: 

in Kent county there are between one 
and one and a-half million peach trees, 
and a fair estimate can now be made of 


the crop, allowing the “June drop” to be 


small. From about fifty letters of inquiry 
sent out the following answers of men in 
different sections of this county fairly 
represent the prospect. All of these gen- 
tlemen are gcowers of experience in judg- 
ing of the effect of frost, &c. 

Mr. Stephen Boyer, Sassafras: “As 
far as I have examined the peach buds [ 
find them hadly injured, particularly on 
old trees, On young trees there is a pros- 
pect for a spare crop.” 

Dr. F. N, Sheppard, Crumpton: I 
have examined about 15 orchards; one- 
third were injured but slightly, mostly 
four or five-year-old trees; another one- 
third considerably injured; prospect good 
for a half crop.” 

Dr. E. G. Clark, Massey’s: “I bave ex- 
amined several orchards. In old orchards 
very few. In five and seven-year-old 
‘trees the prospect is good. C. O. Casy of 
Millington tells me fhe prospect for à few 
miles south of Chester river is gbod for 
one-half or two-thirds ofacrop. Unless 
there is a heavy June fall my opinion is 
‘that young, healthy trees will bave plen- 
ty of fruit in this section and vicinity.” 

Wilham T. Hepbron, Kennedyville: 
“Fixe-year-olds are very full and a good 
crop isin prospect if my orchard is any 
indication. We find Smock Heath near- 
ly entirely gone.’ 

J. S. Harris: “In Still Poha Neck the 
prospect at present is for fully two-thirds 
of a crop.” 

John Hurlock, Kennedyville: “Ifthere 
is no further harm there will yet be a 
fair crop.” 

S. A. Merritt, Locust Grove: “I have 
talked with a number of growers and we 
think there will be a very light crop in 
our neighborhood.” 

John J. Roeder, Hanesville: “I have 
about one-quarter ofa crop, no Smock, 
and other orchards in this heighborhood 
in same condition.” 

Thomas D. France, Quaker Neck: 
“No Smock scarcely; Mountain Rose very 
full; Reeves and all the Crawford family 
a fair sprinkle at this time.” 

I. R.Leavorton, Lankford: “One-tenth 
or one-twentieth as many as last year. 
About one-half or one-third of -a crop is 


expected, the cause ofthe reduction being 


the frost of-April 22d and the cold of 
May lat and 2d and the northeasters late- 
ly. The Duchess pears are nearly all 
killed. 

The general opinion in Wicomico 
county, is that there will bea full crop 
of the fruit.

That of the bread 
contains but little of these, and consists 
chiefly of starch, with a little fat and oth- 
er compounds, which serve the body as 
fuel, and supply it with heat and muscular 
power. The nutritive substance of oys- 
ters contains considerable of both the 
fiesh-forming and the more especially 
heat and force-giving ingredients. Oys- 
ters come nearer to milk than almost any 
other common food. Their values for 
supplying the body with) material to 
build up its parts, repair its wastes and 
furnish it with heat and energy would 
be pretty nearly the same.

It May Be Teed! but Tr Is Too Strung- 
ly Intrenched to He! Routed. 

Withthe attainment: of perféct piano 
playing, thinks a contemporary German 
writer, musical art will seek anew in- 
strument from. which greater delight 
may be evolyed. The same writer sug- 
gests that such new instrument will com- 
bine wihd power with strings—the or- 
chestra reduced to a keyboard. We will 
not, at this time, attempt to controvert 
the German writer's speculation as to the 
instrument of the future. We will, how- 
ever, venture todisagree with his insinu- 
tion that the sun of the piano is setting. 
In its very nature that noble instrument 
is enduring. 

It is the latest of a series of develop- 
ments that began many generations ago. 
Possibly it is destined to still higher devel- 
opments. It, however, hus a distinctive 
power of answering to and illustrating 
every emotion of grief, joy, @easure or 
pain that s gitates the bosom of the com- 
poser, and, moreover, of arousing the 
same emotions in all sympathetio listen- 
ers. This alone will cause the piano to 
survive, at least until the uature of man 
is changed. 

This power is the result of the strug- 
gling «efforts of men toward an ideal; ef- 
forts akin to those that have been put 
forth by roble natures in the develop- 
ment of other arts. Brooklyn bridge is 
a perfect development of the rude tree 
trunk whereby ‘primeval man was en- 
abled to.cross a creek The cornet. the 
saxhorn, the trombone, the euphonium, 
are but improved—vastly improved 
forms of the ancient ram's horn by 
whose fearful simplicity of sound the 
wandering sons of Israel were reminded 
that the time to perform certain religious 
duties had arrived. The crude, barbaric 
Asiatico lute, with body of snakeskin and 
a couple of coarse strings, is seen in 
more artistic form in the guitar, the vio- 
lin, the mandolin. 

Most musical instruments have arrived 
at a satisfaction giving stage, the coming 
of which has been more or less uncon- 
sciously yearned for through hundreds 
and perhaps thousands of years.

Our carnivals, Mardi 
Gras and Lents; our Christmas trees, 
yule logs, gift making, mistletoe boughs 
and evergreens; our New Year atid May- 
day festivals; our Easter rejoicings, 
Easter eggs and carols; all of there are 
thousands of years old and have their 
sources in all nations and all religions, 
The peasants of England still kindle 
their. Bel fires which across the darkness 
of the centuries flame out an answering 
signal to the old Phcenicians; and they 
were kindled at the still more antique 
“fires of the older Persians; and even 
these last are only modern representa- 
tives of the old first fires of the first wor 
shipers; who, in far off [dimness of the 
years, first made on earth a fire in honor 
of their heavenly god, the sun. The 
past, then, where is it? It is all about 
us and in us; its wisdom not only, but 
its folly. We clothe ourselves in its 
robes of wisdom, and we still gather 
about us the tattéred and grotesque rage 
of. its ignorance.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


Address of the Valedictorian of Class of 
1889, Salisbury High School. 


In selecting English Literature as a sub- 
ject for this occasion, I have not uncon- 
sciously laid myself under tribute to the 
uncrowned queen of the civilized world. 
I have chosen this one from the many 
that are wont to suggest themselves not 
only that I may extol her name, and 
show her many virtues, but because it is 
one which, though not affired in the 
kingly robes of eloquent oratory en- 
chains the attention and enslaves the 
thought ;—it is one which is most im- 
portant, and interesting to us, a nation 
exulting from the English cradle, and 
elaiming English Literature as our legal 
inheritance. 

It is truly delightful to the apprecia- 
tive mind to review the growth of our 
literature from its infancy; and be were 
indeed ungrateful who would close his 
eyes to the picture though sketched by 
an amateur’s hand. None but apessimist 
could see ingratitude in such as are be- 
fore me to-night,and therefore I am en- 
couraged to ask you to bear with me 


. while I attempt a short discussion. Lest 


I tax your patience, I shall limit my 
topic to the Revolutions in English Litera- 
iure; for the literature ofany nation, at 
any time, is but its social, political and 
moral refiection and is, thus, dependent 
upon the age for its distinguishing char- 
acteristics. 

H, to-day, you should visit the birth 
place of the English tongue, you would 
find a country bleak, cold and so low 
that to protect berself from the furions 
on-slaughts of her hostile enemy, the 
sea, Mother Earth has made her hardy 
sons encompass her about with a chain 
of fortifications. Civilization, with her 
sharp sickle, has mown down the savage 
forests which heard the first crude out- 
bursts of Saxon genius. From such 
gloomy and cheerless surroundings, who 
can expect the playful lyric or rich and 
sparkling verse? The zmournful song 
of the forest trees bending under the 
northern blasts-could impart io æ native

given to Chaucer, as an author, was due 
him as a translator. Let it not be un- 
derstood tha: I would detract from his just 
fame, by any word, were it possible, for 
though a translator ofunquestioned abili- 
ty, he was also an author of brilliant ac- 
quirements. In him, the Anglo-Norman 
period reached its zenith, and when the 
dying century bore away the spirit of 
‘Chaucer, there began a perceptible de- 
cline. The two great Norman institu- 
tions, Feudalism and Chivalry, had de- 
generated, the one into brigandism, the 
other to fanaticism. Armed robbers un- 
der the name of the one pillaged the land; 
under the protecting shade of the other, 
wicked nobles pursued a guilty course of 
vice and crime. Literature was, as the 
natural consequence, at the lowest point 
of the moral and commonplace. 

A new eraisat hand. Feudalism has 
received its death-blow in the war of 
the Roses; it reels, falls, and a liberated 
populace send a shout of joy to the stars. 
Reformaticn, like a huge tidal wave, 
rolls from the continent, sweeps over 
Britian, and leaves in ruins the bare 
walls of Catholicism—a creed which, 
thongh once the “open sesame” to Eng- 
lish civilization, had become, positively, 
an enemy to the progress of religion, and 
au ally tø the forces of vice and sin. 
Albeit, the Reformation, did not improve 
the moral condition of the people; it 
tended to an equalization of liberty, and 
was thus a step forward. They were no 
longer dependent upon the great anti- 
Christ at Rome for the salvation of the 
soul. The Popish priest could no longer 
take refuge in his trailing surplice from 
the iron grasp of the law. 

While the political historian is relating 
such momentous changes in the social 
empire, the literary chronicles records 
events none the less important in his 
sphere. The abolition of the Feudal 
System elevated thousands of men from 
a state of serfdom to one of freedom and 
competence. These men were Saxons, 
the true sons of their fathers; and now 
untrammelled by a foreign diction and 
critics of foreign tastes, they. again ap- 
peared in the front ranks of the literary 

hosts. When again the Saxon enlisted 
in literary life, he brought with him all 
that scrupulous fidelity to nature, .that 


acute perception of the most minute of 


her great operations, that full knowledge 
of her infinite complexity of which he 
had given such promise before degraded 
by a fendal lord. 

There was no instrument so well suit- 
ed to'reproducejthe tone of these thoughts 
as the drama—a harp, which, with 
strings broken and tuneless, the Norman 
had brought with him from his native 
land. Shakespeare took it,and with a 
musician skill sent ringing downthrough 
the ages such tones that every generation 
has paused, entranced, to feast its hun- 
gry ears on the sweet melody. He ex- 
plored this branch of the literary stream 
far into the Ethiopian wilds, and brought 
back gems that have dazzled a delighted 
world. He found stunted under the 
shade of public neglect the choicest 
plant, and with a gardener’s leving care 
fostered it until it bloomed flowers from 
which emanate, even yet, odors more 
fragrant than from some garlanded trop- 
ical shores. There appears, under the 
smooth and polished surface of the liter- 
ature of this period, an entire ignoring 
of the Deity. No age since the conver- 
sion of the [sland had been so pagan; 
and even Shakespeare, the greatest wor- 
shiper at the shrine of the Muse, shows 
no spark of reverence for a God; nor 
does he evince a more beautiful concep- 
tion of the future than the lifeless body 


Shakespearean age, that the Saxon ele- 
ment of our literature again triumphed;

Norman. It is from this period, also, 
that we inherit our intense classical in- 
clination; for the age grasped the hand 
of classic Rome and Greece, and avowed 
Its reverence Jor them by the respect 
with which it treated all that was wor- 
sbiped and honored there, After this 
flash of genius which had illuminated 
the whole literary vault, and almost ob- 


scured the underlying clouds by its own 
very brightness, there was a lull, broken 
only by an occasional glimmer, so faint, 
that, like the first stars of evening, it 
could only be seen at intervals by eyes 
blinded by the glare, of the dying flash. 
Tne lightnings were gathering for an- 
other outburst. The heavens began to 
gleam with frequent lightnings, and the 
gathering shadows of the Restoration 
were dispersed by a flash of celestial ra- 
diance, inscribed with the name, “Mil 
ton,” in letters more brillint than itself. 
The nextrevolution, introduced a vicious 
thinking; but a civilized people, at last 
growing tired of carousing in the slums 
of literature, plotted another revolution 
and pushed the drunken debauchers from 
the throne of popular favor. This was 
the glorious Revolution, not only in pol- 
itics, but also in literatme. Then it be- 
came the elysian vales through whose 
flowery mazes our fancy delights to 
sport. Then it was transformed into the 
lofty, richly-clad mountain, around whose 
summit our immagination soars. Then 
it acquired its one lacking requisite, and 
became the literature with whose humor 
we laugh, with whose pathos, weep; with 
whose songs we are delighted, with 
whose phliosophy, enlightened. 

What nation of the whole orb of the 
earth can boast of such a literature? All 
that is beautiful, all that is deep and 
searching, all that is grand, sublime and 
holy has been laid at the feet of this 
fair queen. But, like Napoleon, she owes 
her preminence to revolution, that great 
artisan and moulder of all destinies, 
earthly and heavenly, save God’s own.

waves œuld but make it resound with 
their own mad fury. Inured in the 
hard-ships of gavage life, our Saxon an- 
cestors produced a literature like them- 
selves, rude and simple, but strong and 
lusty. Beowolf, the oldest monument 
of their imaginative genius, though rug- 
ged and uncouth in literary finish shows 
the strong out-lines of forcible thought. 
While building for strength, they did 
not entirely ignore beauty, as is evi- 

denced by an extravagant coloring of 
alliteration and a careful poising of ima- 
gery. Their literature vas the flower in 
the bud, and needed the sunshine and 
clouds of centuries to unfold its latent 
charms. 

True to his savage nature- the Saxon 
was pining for plunder and battle. This 
sort of athletic sport was becoming mo- 
notonous on the continent; and England, 
enriched by Roman ciyilization, and 
then abandoned to a few degenerate 
Celts, fell an easy prey to his ensanguin- 
ed spear. The more genial climate and 
picturesque scenery and the decay of Ro- 
man culture, like a fairy charm, relaxed 
the rigid tension of the barbaric mind; 
and so mollified the savage ferocity that 
when toward the close of the sixth cen- 


_ tury the Romish monks came across the 


Channel, bearing aloft the cross, and 
chanting the Psalms, they were kindly 
received, and soon converted the Island 
to christianify. This marks the first 
great revolation in English literature; 
and it marksa grand one,—one which 
the renowned classics with all their 
vaunted beauty, eloquence and sublimi- 
ty mever experienced. How does this 
change in the spiritual condition of the 
race find its expression in literature? By 
the simple avowal of christian princi- 
ples? By no means; a people so accus- 
tomed to close reasoning and delicate 
discrimination could but see the beauties 
of christianity, and be impressed with 
them. With a love for their Creator, came 
a love for his, creations; and all nature 
became a vast panorama of beautiful 
scenes, each successively, avowing the 
Great Ommipotent as the Divine Artist. 
Their literature breathed a love of na- 

ture fervent and pure; and already inter- 
woven with the golden threads of tender 
pathos, it was well fitted to receive its 
next great ornament. 

Time had, indeed, been dilatory in 
giving it beauty and harmony of expres- 
sion; but in the eleventh: century the 
realm of letters was disturbed again. The 
Norman came wih burnished lance, and 
singing the songs of Roland. He ad- 
vanced, and at bloody Hastings trampled 
under his haughty heel the mangled 
English. Then Normans ruled, and Nor- 

man songs resounded through the halls 
of the great, and the conquered Saxon 
seemed almost ashamed to utter a single 
word in his native tongue. 

Three fleeting centuries beheld a 
foreign literature ministering to the 
Pleasures of the victor; but at the dawa 
of the fourteenth century, behold! the 
native dialect and literature again rose 
to the surface of public favor, They had, 
indeed, dived deeply; and had come up 
only refreshed by the bath, and grasp 
ing a handful of pearls. While the lan- 
guage had been divesting itself of all 


_ Superfiuities, the literature had been 


adorning itself with the brightest flowers 

from the field of fancy. A cluster of 
-continental blossoms had been engrafted 
on the leafless branches of the literature, 
nd the fruit was delicious; but it was a 
i oréign fruit reddened by an English 
un. No period perhaps in the whole 
itérary annals is marked by so little 
__ originslity; the conquered seemed to mis- 

trust theirzabilities, and the conquerors 
to test theirs. Much that was

ference to all that tended to the devout, 
the first tender shoot from the Reforma- 
tion was springing; now only a germ, but 
destined to overshadow, in a ‘few years, 
the sickly sapling of royalty and pagan- 
ism with a shade more deadly than that 
ofthe Upas. At last through the slip- 
ping years, the cold, grey dawn of Puri- 
tan ascending breaks, like the first frozen 
beams ofthe Arcticsun on the benighted 
Laplander. It reached its noontide splend- 
or in Milton, and was then clouded again 
by the too quickly falling evening of the 
Restoration, when vice and debauchery 
reigned in undisturbed security, except 
when a Luther appeared, like a blazing 
meteor, revealing the enormity of their 
meanness. 

This was the condition of things at 

the Restoration, and the literature is like 
unto it. From every page a pervading 
coarseness and obscenity grates harshly 
on the ear of modern refinement; nor 
does there appear anything except a 
combination of subjects, the reasoning 
and a style doing homage to classical an- 
tiquity to redeem it from utter oppro- 
brium. Dryden, the most unbiased rep- 
resentative of this age, pleads guilty to 
the charges, and begs the forgiveness of 
posterity. 
At last, having oscillated to both ex- 
tremes of religious zeal and unrestrained 
dissoluteness, the national thought grad- 
ually became settled in its steady course, 
after the glorious Revolution of 1688 bad 
weighted it with civil liberty and relig- 
jous toleration. 

Here in the beginning of the eigh- 
teenth century was laid the cornerstone 
of the tower that surmounts the base of 
English literature. And though each 
turret has grown higher in sublimity of 
thought, broader in power of analysis 
and comprehension of nature, more 
beautiful in literary finish and artistic 
perfection, they all have a common 
fonnfatlon. All subsequent literary 
work has but the ornamentation and 
completion of the literary structure; and 
not changes of plan sufficiently great to 
be called resolutions, as some hold, fora 
close investigation will show that these 
apparent revolutions no more deserve 
the name, than does the wise and just 
legislation of a government for improving 
its condition. This error has been made 
because of the- great diversity in the 
kinds: of literature which sprang up 
about that time. The two kinds of poe- 
try—the artificial and natural, flourished 
under the same intellectual sun. Phil- 
osophical narrative, bent under its bur- 
den of weighty thought, came in close 
company with the light, fantastic novel 
from the mental regions, in short, liter- 
ature became general, and was no longer 
confined to the narrow straits of one 
special branch. 

Who can wonderat this great diversity 
in the realm of English literature. when 
he has seen the number and -power of 
the forces which have influenced it? A 
short recapitolation will bring more vi- 
vidly to the mind the stages of its 
growth. 

Nature erected an altar to the intel- 
lect, and a race of Barbarians laid onitthe 
honest ont-bursts of an excited imagina- 
tion—their first offering, but one which 
trivial and simple as it was, avails us 
yet. Time sped on his ceaseless course. 
nor paused, when in the sixth century 
they poured on this shrine their greatest 
gift, from which arise; like the sweet 
perfome of burning incense, the odors of 
christianity. The Norman imported his 
sparkling literary treasures, and be- 
queathed them to tbe literature; and 
thus laid that vast store of exquisite ex- 
pression to which the authors of to-day 
are paying their tithes. It was in the

Heavy Rains tn the County. 

The heaviest rain-fal] known to the 
people of this county since June, 1859, 
fell in the western section of the county 
last Monday afternoon and night.
